Searchlight Placed en CelllpMble 


Tower, Worked by Man 100 . 


' Yards Away. 


The searchlights now-used at the 


front are not only extremely powerful 
but they are mounted on swift motor 
cars, so that they can be moved to 
any desired point at night as quick- 
ly as possible, Pearson's Weekly says. 


These searchlights, too, are mount- 


ed on portable collapsible towers 
which can be run up a height of 30 
feet or so very quickly. The light is, 
as a rule, worked by an observer who 
Is at least a hundred yards away from 
it, so that he is pretty safe from be- 
ing hit by the rain of shells which 
are always turned on to these lights 
by the enemy.

The towers are run up by means 


of compressed air carried In cylin- 
ders on motor cars, which also carry 
the electrical apparatus for' working 
the light. 
All the movements, verti- 


cal as well as horisontal, are controlled 
by a Jong cable.

These 
searchlights,, which 'are 


much more powerful than those uaed 
In any other war, will pick up a Zep- 
pelin, no matter what, height tt has 
risen to.

Conn., with a party of three ladies, 
Mrs Annie Harris, Mrs. Louise Cool 
edge of Norwalk, and Miss Maud Judd 
of Stamford, Conn, made the motor 
trip to Daytona, 1672 miles In Just 
two weeks 
Mrs. Hotchklss says of 


the trip: 


"The roads were far better than 


we anticipated as far as Natural 
Bridge, Va. Indeed, one could say that 
they were better on the average, on 
the National Highway than many of 
the trunk roads in New England Our 
ride over the mountains to the Luray 
Caverns was a side trip and the roads 
were just as rough as the best nara 
tor had advised or described them 
However, we made the 14 miles in one 
and one-quarter hours, both going and 
coming. 


"From Staunton we, to save milage 


next day, and Jn order to reach. Ho 
Springs 
in time for lunch, wen 


• by the way of West Augusta to sta; 


over night, although the highway d 
rect goes frqm Staunton to Lexington 
Certainly we found the prospect o 
future good roads very alluring o: 
this detour to Hot Springs, for w 
rode over miles and miles of cu 
atone 


"Night came upon us, owing to ou 


slow progress and soon a quick show 
er added to the lonesomeness ot ou 
party. Upon inquiry of the occupant 
of a slow moving vehicle as to how 
far it was to West Augusta, and Mrs 
Cross* home, the noted postmistress 
we were informed that "it was a 
awful ways" and we four wome 
would likely be killed by robbers 
we attempted to go over the moun 
tains, 'twas "so dangerous" Th 
wife ot the man In the vehicle wa 
the general advisor, although/her hu 
band would like to have told us some- 
thing about It, but he had no chance 
however hard he tried. We were fore 
ed to leave them without the know 
edge of the roads he would probabl 
have given us, owing to his wife' 
anxiety over our traveling alone. Sh 
insisted that we stay with them 
though her sister-in-law was dea 
In the house where they were going 
she insisted that she could mak 
room for us somehow. However, th 
invincible Ford came along Just the 
and piloted us to the Post Road nous 
of West Augusta, where lived one o 
the most interesting families we me 
en route. 


"Mrs Cross had been the manager 


and postmistress of the post route be- 
tween Staunton and Montery, 40 mile 
for 35 years Her nineteen bones sh 
looks after besides Incidentally caring 
for her farm of 2,700 acre*. 


"The road over Home mountain 


from Ooshen to Hot Springs was 
fine, as any In New Jersey; a fine bar 
surface road without water ban, flv 
miles to the summit, we mounted 
in a few moments, thence into Ho 
Springs, over roads just as perefc 
The scenery was perefctly grand—th 
Blue Ridge mountains In the distance 
and the wide expanse of country so 
green, was beautiful Indeed. 


"From Hot Springs we went OTe 


two mountains ot the Blue Ridg 
range, one of them seven miles 
and five miles down, took us into fine 
scenery than House Moun<*ln, 
the 


roads being most excellent, though on 
the Lexington side Is wa* very steep, 
narrow and circuitous. 


"From Natural Bridge to Lynch-

Ite. At the important turn, or June- 
on, halt w*y over to Lynchburg, 
then Is no house or marker, therefore 
o one can possibly tell which way to 
go. Our detour of 15 miles wa* one 


f many from this cause. The day be- 
an, also over Home mountain, we 
ound a fork without markers, which 
rould cause tourists miles of extra 
ravel In detour. We wen fortunate, 
however, In being directed by a pass- 
Ing fanner. 
It Is unfortunate that 


he A. A. A. of New York should in- 
1st that the roads wen well marked 
or it is not true. 


"The roads through the Carolines 


were very good Indeed, better than 
we had expected to flnd snd wen wel 
up to the northern average and the 
people seemed better Informed in dl 
reeling than in Georgia From Char- 
otte we found beautiful roads on the 
detour anund Winston-Salem, the 
highway being dangerous when a 
new bridge is being constructed, caus- 
ed us to detour this 30 miles 
From 


a bystander at Aiken we inqulred.the 
name of the town Being puzzled ove 
bis answer we pointed to a marke 
which nad "2 miles to Aiken." 
Thi 


bystander said, "Oh.those New York 
fellows had to put It somewhen and 
probably forgot to ask the name o 
the town." Just like this, we foun 
several Indefinite directions, or none 
at all, some were incompnhensive 
giving only the names of some smal 
unheard of village. 


"Towards Augusta the latter part 


of the road is rough in places, but 1 
depends upon whether your car is 
Fierce or an Overland upon your ob 
serrations about these roads. From 
Augusta to Savannah there are tw 
routes, and the markers are extnmel; 
bad—all say to Savannah. Falthfull; 
we tried to take the best and neares 
road as suggested in Augusta, but a 
the markers both said to Savanna 
we were forced to ask the home peo 
pie, and one and all directed us o 
to the old route, as It proved to be 
Another car we met later on had th 
same trouble In misinformation an 
were forced to ford the rtver, whic 
all books tell you not to do, as it i 
not only too deep to be forded bu 
unsafe. They reached the ihore afte 
the car had been nearly submerge< 
They had the latest Blue Book which 
I believe, gives the name and addres 
of a man to whom one may write t 
in advance in case one desires a fla 
boat at the ferry. At this ferry w 
wen told that the man had died 
yean ago This part of the 
na 


from Sylvanta to Savannah was muc 
better, though for several mile* ver 
rldgey from wagon ruts, caused b 
the heavy rains of October, and beln 
60 inch tread, side slips were our mat 
annoyance and Impediment to fas 
traveling. The last 15 miles into 8a 
vannah were absolutely a* perfec 
a* any part of the National highway 
From Savannah we were advised tha 
the wont was to come. 


'Although the road to Darlen had

•AM soon aa we struck Florida we 


knew from «U previous descriptions, 


would lure all *ort* ot by-road* 


and all lorti ot dlreetloaa; no mark- 
en and no home* to inquire from— 
nit grass-grown roads, all looking 
alike. We almost knew we must be 
olng wrong, though (be direction 
eemed correct, Judging from the no- 
Ition of the inn. After parting a mule 
team, the driver of which dUtlnctly 
tated that the road was "itralght to 
Yulee—no turns—couldn't met off— 
ust right ahead." Soon after be was 
out of sight three intersections appear- 
ed and no markers. We followed the 
moat travelled one a bit, bat upon 
walking around we detected no auto 
racks and returned to the point of 
ntersection and ferreted 
out some 


fresh auto tracks and followed them 
until young fir trees and grass obscur- 
ed all travel For five mile* we tried 
o turn about to follow up some other 
clue, as this road seemed to grow less 
and less used, but the trees and 
stumps were too thick. Just as we 
lad found a turn out a wood team ap- 
peared and directed us to Yulee—juat 
thead. I asked if we had gone much 
out of our way on this wood road "Oh, 
no," he said, "this is the National high- 
way to Jacksonville" I presume all 
those by-roads would havfe some time 
or other brought us to Yulee, but the 
point I wish to emphasize Is the lack 
of markers As we neared Jackson- 
ville, I must admit that this fault was 
more annoying in causing unneces- 
sary delays and detours, than any an- 
noyance from bad roads, for upon the 
whole, excepting those ox-cart roads 
the roads were far better than we ex 
pected to find. 


"As far as Yulee on the National 


highway from Darlen, it is absolutely 
without markers and Is grass-grown 
so,that one cannot prove their right 
direction from previous auto marks 
and the last authentic advice, on near 
ing Florida, was to "follow the rail 
road." This was good until the rail 
road left us. 


'I read every day about Florida 


boosting the good roads movement, 
but they have overlooked the fact tha 
by the time you reach Jacksonville 
one is pretty well disturbed over try 
Ing to find which old wood path one 
should take to reach the 
beautlfu 


city ot Jacksonville, although the 21 
miles from Yulee to Jacksonville is 
perfect Therefore, when the news 
reaches us that "below Jacksonville 
the roads are fine," one la tempted 
to speed on to the "chosen «pot" in 
all Florida—Daytona, Just aa soon as 
we are out ot the woods of northern 
Florida's poor roads and still poore 
marked National highway from Hoc 
treal to Miami.

HE art of life saving- may De di- 


vided Into two parts—first, the 
rescue of tbose In danger of 
drowning, second, reHUsdta- 


tton. They are really distinct branches 
of the subject, for, while the rescue 
work requires courage, good water- 
manship and practical experience, re- 
suscitation Is chiefly a matter of tech 
nteal knowledge Intelligently applied. 
It will best serve the purpose, there- 
fore, to treat each part separately 


The first question to be considered in 


going to the assistance of those threat- 
ened by a watery grave is self protec- 
tion. Indeed, if the rescuer Is not able 
to guard against the attacks of the 
one he is trying to save his own life a* 
well as the other's is in jeopardy. 


For this reason the education of ev- 


ery swimmer, man or woman, should 
include a course of water wrestling, 
the breaks taught enabling one to es- 
cape the clutches of a drowning per- 
son, the holds to gam absolute control 
In carrying a straggler to safety. 


Without going too deeply into the 


subject It will be well to touch upon 
tbose particular breaks and holds 
which through occasional practice will 
fit any one for the humanitarian work 
be may be called upon at any moment 
to perform. 


The life saver should bear In mind, 


of course that prevention Is better 
than cure and make It bis aim to ap- 
proach any one in danger from the 
back, thus avoiding all chance of be- 
lug seized. But this is not always pos- 


younelf downward. Either method 
will enable you to slip under the tackle 
and work behind your opponent before 
coming to the surface. If the same 
embrace is applied below the elbows 
or you run into a leg lock, extricate 
one arm, then place the hand on the 
other's face, palm over his month, fin- 
gers on either side of his nostrils, and 
while thus closing the respiratory chan 
nels press hard. When caught from 
the rear relax Immediately, as sug 
gested above; then twist around with 
an abrupt, vigorous effort of every part 
of the body Once facing your assail- 
ant, the described breaks can be re- 
sorted to. 


Professor Henry Ellonsfcy, the long 


distance swimmer, has a method dis- 
tinctly his own for getting behind a 
person if gripped from the rear 
He 


clutches the man with both hands 
about the head and sinks hi the water. 
At the same time be pulls the man'j 
head down with a jerk, performing a 
sort of "flying mare." In this way the 
person goes over his shoulders, and the 
professor comes to the surface and 
grasps him with a rear hold. 


We come now to the supporting of 


the victim to safety. There are many 
carries advocated, and their use must 
be determined by circumstances. 


A "tired swimmer who knows what 


he is about may be told to place his 
hand on yonr shoulder and stretch oiit 
flat, so as to offer as little resistance 
as possible to towing, then be helped 
ashore without difficulty.

up, given a slight shove in the small

A cancer 
on the n?ck, which Dr. Stewart him. 
self declared Incurable, caused him 
considerable worry, and he told 
a 


froend yesterday "It I had a fighting 
chance I might stick to It." 


He was a physician and knew the 


effects of various poisons on the sys- 
em. 
It has not been determined 


how he killed himself, though a bottle 
which contained aromatic sulphuric 
add was found in the room, also an- 
other bottle empty. 


"Yesterday he went to a drug store 


and wrote a prescription for whiskey, 
signing it "E. L. Stewart, .MD." The 
druggist refused to fill itr-and he wrote 
another for grain alcohol, 
receiving 


eight ounces. 


'According to local acquaintances, 


Stewart said he was a native of Mich- 
igan City, Miss., and was graduated 
from medicine from Vanderbllt Uni- 
versity, Nashville, Tenn., In 18*1. He 
practiced at a number of places, but 
of recent years had been rather un- 
successful." 


Dr. Stewart was on one time a mem- 


ber of the Daytona lodge of Elks, even 
holding the position of esteemed lead- 
Ing knight, but had allowed his mem- 
bership to laps* several years ago. A.

Searchlight place? on Collapsible 


Tower, Worked by Man 100 


' Yards Away. 


The searchlights now used at the 


front are not only extremely powerful 
but they are mounted on swift motor 
cars, so that they can be moved to 
any desired point at night as quick- 
ly as possible, Pearson's Weekly says 


These searchlights, too, are mount- 


ed on portable collapsible towers 
which can be run up a height of 30 
feet or so very quickly. The light Is, 
is a rule, worked by an observer who 
Is at least a hundred yards away from 
It, so that he is pretty safe from be- 
ing hit by the rain ot shells which 
are always turned on to these lights 
by the enemy.

The towers are run up by met 


ot compressed air carried In cylln- 
lers on motor cars, which also carry 
the electrical apparatus for' working 
the light.
